P u t Ship to Practical 
Use

Washington, Oct. 16.—Secretary on 
tho Navy Wilbur announced tiiat the 
ZR-3, giant dirigible, will make a trip 
to the North pole, if President Cool­ 
idge approves the project. 
Secretary Wilbur says the flight 
will he started next spring, provided 
the president consents and congress 
provides the money.

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THE GEHMAN LOAN 


People who helve money to loan are always interested iii the 
interest they are able to obtain. And we are sorry to say that 
many such very foolishly take the word of others or the publish­ 
ed statements regarding the stability of the security on which 
they depend. Hence it is that banks are regarded t he best place 
to keep surplus money, the chances being so few that they will 
ever fail to be sound, perhaps not one in a hundred. 
A very few months ago how few people in the United States 
would have been willing to invest in German bonds. But in the 
very proper game of civilizing Europe it has come about that to 
loan money to nations that are “down and out’ is very essential. 
And queer as it would have seemed twenty years ago, the “little 
old United States’’ was the country to step in and do the essential 
thing, loan the money and guarantee to take over one-half the 
bonds. 
This means that the bankers have satisfied themselves with 
the adequacy of the security and the marketability of the bonds. 
It is understood that the bonds will bear a 7 per cent coupon and 
will be offered at about 92 (because of paying out 92 cents for 
each dollar this will make the interest 7 3-4 per cent it is said.) 
If this is the case, the price certainly is attractive, virtually 
when countries like Holland are able to borrow in this market on 
about a 6 per cent basis. The liberal yield is explained, of course, 
by a lack of enthusiasm over tilings German that is an aftermath 
of the war. 
As thing stand, the bonds will be a first claim on Germany and 
will be recognized as such by both Germany and the Allies. Ger­ 
man pledges herself in unqualified fashion and the Allies declare 
their intention of giving Germany every chance under the Dawes 
plan. 
Technically, tile new bond will be about as strong a one as 
can be framed. 
The loan itself is relatively small and the re­ 
sources pledged are very great. The loan will be so easy for Ger­ 
many to support and the desirability of supporting it will be so 
overwhelming that a default seems hardly conceivable. 
If one* is willing to grant that a reconstruction loan to Ge- 
many is a desirable thing, this loan must be admitted to be about 
as good as could be produced. No pains have been spared to pro­ 
tect the investor. How well he likes the bond we shall soon see.
